Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1968. 

The  Report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health . 

The  mid-year  population  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  at 
7,31 0,  an  increase  of  210  on  that  for  1967° 

The  live  births  numbered  115  (  1 46  in  1967  )  giving  a  live  birth 
rate  of  13*62  ( 1 7 • 6  in  1967),  below  the  National  Figure  at  16.9° 

There  were  two  infantile  deaths  in  1968.  The  rate  was  17.39 
compared  with  the  National  Rate  of  18.00. 

Total  deaths  numbered  78  (66  in  1967)  and  the  death  rate  at  12.67 
is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  11 .9. 

Heart  Disease  again  heads  the  list  of  killing  diseases  with  twenty- 
seven  deaths  during  the  year.  There  were  eleven  deaths  from  cancer, 
twelve  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  four  from  other 
circulatory  diseases.  There  were  eleven  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases 
other  .than  tuberculosis.  There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis.  Again 
there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  four  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  incidence  of  measles  was  higher  than  last  year  (122 
cases  compared  with  66  in  1967).  Measles  immunisation  was  introduced 
during  the  year  but  was  too  late  to  stop  the  outbreak  which  occurred  in 
the  early  summer.  Owing  to  a  number  of  severe  reactions  in  the  country 
the  vaccine  produced  by  one  firm  was  withdrawn  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Immunisation  against  measles  has  had  to  be  curtailled  until  more 
supplies  of  vaccine  become  available.  There  was  also  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  (28  compared  with  one  in  1967). 
Immunisation  against  whooping  cough  is  carried  out  along  with  that 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  in  the  "Triple  Antigen"  given  in  infancy. 

It  appears  that  the  vaccine  used  was  not  effective  against  the  type  of 
whooping  cough  virus  which  caused  the  outbreak.  This  has  been  remedied 
in  the  vaccine  now  used.  Two  cases  of  tuberculosis,  one  of  opthalmia 
neonatorum  and  one  of  puerperal  pyrexia  also  occurred.  Infectve 
hepatitis  is  now  notifiable  but  no  cases • were  notified  during  the  year. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation 
I  have  received  from  all  the  staff  of  the  Department.

Water  is  supplied  to  the  town  from  two  spring  sources,  at  Coalsgarth 
which  lies  within  the  Borough  and  at  Clapgate  within  the  parish  of 
Marske  in  the  area  of  the  Richmond  Rural  District.  Water  is  conveyed 
by  gravity  from  each  of  these  limestone  areas  through  6"  diameter 
trunk  mains  to  Richmond's  two  service  reservoirs.  Each  reservoir 
serves  a  zone  of  supply  although  to  some  extent  these  zones  are  made 
interchangeable  by  means  of  controlled  interconnecting  sections. 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water 
Board . 


Apart  from  periods  of  prolonged  end  heavy  rainfall,  water  from  these 
two  areas  is  good  in  both  volume  and  quality. 

The  deterioration  in  quality  during  these  periods  is  due  to  the  rapid 
run-off  from  the  catchment  areas,  bringing  with  it  surface  impurities 
and  fine  inorganic  particles.  The  pressing  need  for  the  installation 
of  filtration  plant  is  made  very  obvious  during  these  times  of  heavy 
weather  and  the  Council  would  do  well  to  maintain  pressure  on  the 
Northallerton  and  Dales  Water  Board  in  requesting  that  filtration 
plant  for  Richmond  Borough  remain  high  on  the  list  of  priorities. 

Water  -  General 


With  the  exception  of  1 0  outlying  farms  and  cottages,  which  are  served 
from  private  sources,  the  whole  of  the  Borough’s  2,266  dwellings  have 
an  inside  piped  supply  served  from  the  Board's  mains.  Stand  pipes 
have  for  some  time  now  been  very  much  a  thing  of  the  past  in  Richmond. 


’Water  samples  are  taken  from  various  parts  of  the  district  throughout 
the  year  in  addition  to  those  taken  by  the  Water  Board,  and  these  are 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation.  All  of  the  20  water  samples  taken  during  the  year  from  both 
zones  of  supply  were  satisfactory. 


In  the  event  of  an  unsatisfactory  sample  being  found  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  immediate  notificaticn  is  made  by  telephone  and 
later  verified  by  written  report.  The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the 
'Water  Board  is  informed  and  his  investigations  ana  remedial  measures 
are  duly  reported  to  the  Council. 


The  average  daily  consumption  for  both  zones  during  1968  v/as  404,000 
gallons,  an  increase  of  25,000  gallons  over  the  1967  figure. 


Rainfall  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1968,  was  34.25  inches  as 
against  37.96  inches  for  1967. 


The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  St.  Martins  continues  to  give  excellent 
results.  The  final  effluent  is  checked  at  regular  intervals  by  the 
Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  Inspector  and  reports  show  that  it  is 
consistently  good. 


Throughout  the  town  drainage  is  combined,  and  apart  from  ten  outlying 
properties  outside  the  sewerage  area,  all  sewage  is  conveyed  to  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  full  treatment. 


Refuse  Collection 


There  is  a  weekly  refuse  collection  service  in  operation  throughout 
the  Borough  and  this  is  done  "by  direct  labour  under  the  control  of 
the  Borough  Surveyor  and  Engineer.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  at  Aislabeck. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  collections  for  the  year  under  review  was 
£7,765oi,  compared  with  £7,367.,  in  1967. 


General  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  policy  of  slum 
clearance  and  redevelopment  of  the  areas  involved.  Re-development  of 
the  Hurgill  Road  Clearance  Area  following  the  demolition  of  11  houses 
has  its  result  in  the  1st  Stage  of  the  Nuns  Close  Car  Park. 


Building  work  has  commenced  on  the  Youngs  Yard  Housing  Development 
v/hich  comprises  32  one  person  bedsitters  and  6  one-bedroomed  flats. 
Re-housing  some  of  the  Borough's  older  inhabitants  in  this 
development  will  give  a  very  welcomed  opportunity  to  deal  with  several 
of  the  towns  unfit  properties.  There  is  a  very  real  problem  in 
moving  these  elder  occupiers,  some  well  in  their  eighties,  often  infirm 
and  very  settled  in  tneir  familiar  environment.  However,  Youngs  Yard 
Housing  Development,  with  its  many  compelling  attractions  of 
resident  warden,  an  intercommunication  system,  and  ail  the  special 
features  usually  found  in  this  type  of  accommodation,  should  lighten 
decision  making  for  these  senior  citizens. 


Work  on  the  general  improvement  of  21  council  houses  in  Bridge 
Terrace  is  nearing  completion  and  plans  for  a  similar  scheme, 
involving  38  houses  in  Whitcliffe  Place,  have  had  Ministry  approval 
and  should  follow  on  after  completion  of  the  Bridge  Terrace  scheme.

NUISANCES 

282  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  nuisances  and  in  98  cases 
statutory  nuisances  were  found.  Seventy  four  of  these  v/ere  abated  as 
a  result  of  informal  action  and  eighty  only,  required  service  of 
Statutory  Notices.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  degree  of  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  general  public  v/ith  regard  to  the  abatement  of 
nuisances.  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  an  informal  approach  is 
sufficient  to  secure  the  desired  result. 


The  Borough's  Caravan  Park,  v/hich  is  1+2  acres  in  area  and  designed  to 
accommodate  100  residential  and  holiday  caravans  has  been  operating 


satisfactorily  during  the  past  year  and  continues  to  he  used  to  full 
capacity . 


The  Caravan  Park  conforms  with  the  Ministry’s  Model  Standards  and  is 
no v/  leased  by  the  Corporation. 

Moat  Inspection 

The  number  of  animals  inspected  was  as  follows  :-

Continued  efforts  to  secure  good  standards  of  food  hygiene  have 
been  maintained  during  the  year,  principle  attention  being  paid  to 
premises  where  food  is  actually  prepared,  viz.,  fried  fish  shops, 
bakehouses  and  cafes  etc.  In  all  72  inspections  were  made  to  such 
premises.  Thirty  eight  contraventions -of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  noted,  thirty  five  of  which  have  so  far  been 
complied  with  after  informal  approach  to  the  proprietors. 


Ice  Cream 


There  are  22  registered  retailers  of  ice  cream  in  the  Borough 

Six  samples  of  open  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  and  four  of  these  were 
placed  in  satisfactory  gradings .  Investigations  into  possible 
causes  for  the  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  carried  out  and  the 
subsequent  check  samples  were  Grade  I 

Factories 

There  are  31  factories  on  the  register,  2  of  which  are  non-mechanical 
and  4  included  in  the  Building  Operations  and  Engineering  Classes.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  j'mt,  1 949 

A  rodent  control  service  is  in  operation  within  the  B&rough, 
disinfestation  being  carried  out  upon  complaint.  This  work  is 
undertaken  as  the  occasions  demand  by  3  members  of  the  Borough 
Surveyor’s  outside  staff.  These  men  have  all  received  Ministry 
training  but  as  this  work  is  only  part-time  &  very  spasmodic  in 
nature  it  is  felt  that  some  benefit  would  be  gained  by  their 
attendance  at  one  of  the  Ministry’s  refresher  courses  held  locally 
from  time  to  time.
